The second. method of increasing, yield 
and preserving soil productively*— the more 
liberal use of fertilizcng, material, such as

The third factor in improvement, 'belter 
tillage, ii most interesting of all because it 
opens up unmeasured possibilities. We no 
more know what ii the", maximum food 
bearing, capacity; of . the earth or of any 
small portion of its surfne'e tlinn we. do -tho 
rale at which people may ha able to travel 
a century from now, 

But what his been- done is sufficiently 
startling. A* population of 45,000.000 
people in Japan is supported on 19,000 cul- 
tivated square miles, aided by the food 
products obtained from tho' sen. This is 
became cultivation in Japan is truly in* 
tensive; that is, it is no longer oven highly 
developed farming, but market gardening. 
• It can bo shown that an average of two 
persons or more may be supported on every 
acre of tillable land, by the highest form of 
intensive farming. It has been shown 
that a neople.llko those ot Help ium today 
raise from tbojoil food enough "for the 
needs p£ 490' persons to the square' mile; 
Adopting provisionally that ratio as a point 
of departure, thoueh the nctnal ratio of 
area to population gives a figure consider- 
ably higher even tlinn this, the 414,408,487 
acres of improved farm land in tho United 
States on tho dale of the last official report, 
an area materially enlarged by the present 
time, would support in comfort 317,350,405 
people, enabling them nt the sumo time to 
raise considerable food for export and to 
engage in necessary manufacturing em- 
ployments. 

Applying the' same ratio to the entire 
arenge of farm lands within the. 'United 
£lnlcs, both improved and unimproved, 
which was at the same date 833,591,774, 
the population indicated as able to live 
with comfort and prosperity on tho actually 
existing agricultural area of .this country, 
under an intelligent system and a fairly 
competent but by no means highly scientific 
method of culture,. risen to 042,040,823. 

The conclusion is that, if not nnott 
acre were to be redeemed from tho wilder- 
ness, if the soil were treated kindly and in- 
telligently and iE industry were distributed 
duty and popular attention.' were concen- 
trated upon the best- possible uti I iration of 
tho one unfailing nntiohnl resource, there 
would bo produced, all necessary food for 
the wants of, in round numbers, 050.000.000/

FIRE DESTROYS BUtDING AT LAKE BLUFF 



Mystery In Start; Flames Originated In Flat 
from Which Occupants are Away. 

Fire originating in n flat caused the 
total destruction of a building occupied by 
tho tiunn ffrocery and , meat market at 
Lake Bluff Friday, while from the mount- 
ing flames two other store buildings and 
a barn caught Bre. 

The. difficulty of fighting the fire was 
augmented by the. factthat.in tbe village 
■land pipe there was only - three feet of 
water, which was soon exhausted. The 
volunteer fire depart men; fought the names 
to the best of its ability, but because of the 
scarcity of water to Bnve the building was 
an impossibility. 

Tho structure was of frame with a brick 
foundation. Fire originating no one 
knows bow started in the north-west corner 
of the flat, now unoccunicd, as the tenants, 
who nro also the building owners, are In 
Wisconsin. , Their name ii Rosenthal nnd 
the building belongs to the estate of Den 
Hoses thai. 

The building was as dry as tinder and 
the fire spread until tbe structure was en- 
veloped in roaring flame, Tbe village was 
excited nnd its inhabitants worked val- 
iantly to subdue the flames which how- 
ever were confined to the Reamer bakery, 
several hundred feet south and west, and to 
the Domtkl grocery and hardware fitore 
to the west. The Qunn barn, containing 
gasoline and other oils, was also aflame at 
one time. Volunteer firemen managed to 
save all of the buildings. 

. The greater part of tbe grocery stock in 
the Ounn store, tbe safe, and some of the 
fixtures were removed before the building 
collapsed.

DAVIDSON BEATS LA FBLLETTE 

Wisconsin Governor Given Large 
Majority in the Primaries 




Milwaukee, Sept. 4.— Senator Robert M, 
LaFotlette received a defeat today in the 
primary elections. Governor Davidson, 
whom tho senator opposed in the campaign 
for nomination for governor, won. Speaker 
Irvine L. Lenroot, who was supported by 
LaFolletle, was badly defeated. Governor 
Davidson winning the nomination by more 
than thirty thousand votes. 

This was the first trial of tho primary 
law in iv general election, a measure that 
was fathered, fouuht for and carried throu 
by Senator LaFolletle. It is the first severe 
check tlie senator has had since be began 
his victorious career b!x yours ago, 

Scattering returns received from nil parti 
of the stale indicate that Governor David- 
son's candidacy was generally approved. 
Many of the returns show that he carried 
tbe precincts two to ono, The only eicep- 
tlon was in Douglas county.^Spenker Len- 
root's home, where tbe latter received a 
handsome indorsement. 

Here and there the vote was close, but 
in tho majority of coses the governor led 
by big majorities. It is now only a ques- 
tion of what tbe total will be', The gov- 
ernor's more enthusiastic friends ere pre- 
dicting that it will go over, 50,000 and 
prove a landslide to him. 

Returns from Democratic counties in- 
dicate that the Democrats, instead of going 
into tbe Republican primaries and voting 
for Lenroot, either remained at home or 
voted for their own candidate. It was on 
this vote that the Lenroot .managers 
counted. 1Mb Senator LaFolletle. and 
Speaker Lenroot, the senator especially, 
were charged with playing to the Dem- 
ocrats throughout tbe campaign. The re- 
sult shows that while many Democrats in 
the stale admire LaFolletle and will sup- 
port him personally, they will not grow 
enthusiastic over anyone else for whom be 
asks their votes. 

The vote throughout the state was very 
light. It will not exceed 80 per. cent of tbn 
__: j-' ■ •- 



total vote of the state and may not reach 
that figure, this in the face'oE perfect 
weather. Tins is held to be significant in 
view of tbe fact that it was the first teat of 
the law and it was expected that being a 
new thing the voters would turn out and 
give it a fair trial. As a matter of fact, 
however, while the people assembled In 
crowds to hear speakers their enthusiasm 
did not last to election day. 

It is clear from the returns that- Gov. 
Davidson received Ihe entire stalwart vote, 
such oE it that went to the polls, and It 
came out stronger than was expected. 
With Governor Davidson goes W. D. Con- 
nor, Senator LaFo|lette's bete nolr, who is 
nominated for lieutenant governor, though 
he probably will run somewhat behind the 
governor. 

The fact that Senator LaFolletle had in- 
sisted on Davidson's running for lieutenant 
governor four and two years ago on the 
ground that he wanted a good man at the 
head of tho state department should any- 
thing hnppen to him, was the hardest 
stumbling block which the senator had to 
get over. As fornier Governor Hoard put 
it, if Governor Daridson was a good: man 
now, for he had not changed a bit in the 
interval except to grow stronger. Thin 
question evidently had its weight with the 
voters. 

What tbe effect will be on Senator La 
Follette personally is a question that is 
hotly discussed among politicians now. 
HIb enemies insist that the defeat of Len- 
root menns that be is n broken idol, bub 
this is by no means tbe general view. 
Throughout the campaign Republicans in- 
sisted that thev were for tbe senator per- 
sonally now as much ob ever, but they ob- 
jected to his coming back to the state and 
telling them whom they should nominate 
for governor. While it is admitted the 
senator has received a bad check, it is held 
by close observers that be is by no means 
down and out, in fact is very fur from it.

Well Known Kenosha Physician Dies as a 
Result of Being Overcome by Gas. 

• The entire city of Kenosha was shocked 
last. Thuraday morning by the announce- 
ment oE the death oE Dr. William It. 
Cbeever, one oE the best known young 
physicians ot the city. Dr. Cbeever died 
nt his home on Escbange street just after? 
o'clock as a result of being overcome by 
illuminating gas.' His wiEe and brother, 
Dr. Homer Cbeever, were also overcome by 
the fumes of tho gas. Dr. Homer Cheever 
has- entirely recovered and airs. Cheever 
showed great improvement nt noon and 
has recovered. 

The details of the accident were as 
follows: Dr. Cheever and his wife were 
sleeping in tbe front room of the bouse and 
had left the door communicating with the 
down stairs open in order tiuit they might 
be able to bear tbe ringing of the telephone. 
Late that night a gas heater used for heat- 
ing ' water for the bath room had been In 
use and it is supposed that the guide tap 
to the heater had been left turned on. Tbe 
bouse .rapidly filled with gas and.; overcome 
the sleeping members of tbe household,'.' 
* Just nfter 7 o'clock Dr. G. H. Ripley 
had culled Dr. Cheever on the phone to se- 
cure his aid in some professional services 
and the doctor had evidently beard the 
phono and attempted to get out of bed. to 
answer tho call. 'As he left bis bed he fell 
to the floor and his head waB at once in the 
lower stratum oF deadly gas. lira. Cbeever, 
who was on the other side oE the bed, must 
bava been hncouficiouB at tbe time. The 
ringing of the phone fin ally awakened Dr. 
Homer Cbeever, who was sleeping in one 
of tho rear rooms of the house, 'and he 
awoke to find that he was dizzy on.nceount 
of the gas. He managed to crawl to the 
door of his room, and opening it, the draft 
revived bim nnd be hurried to the other 
parts of the. house. As he ' entnred the 
room occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Cheever lie.

Social Ists throughout the region are 
now organized an they have never been 
before, and are directing their efforts to* 
ward the organ isal Ion of the mine work- 
ers, who, being must vitally interested In 
the plan, can control by the vote they 
command, the political power of the re- 
gion, If properly organized for such 
purpose. j? 

The anthracite mines now* employ some 
170,000 workers and produce 70,01X1000 
tons of conl a year. ' The labor cost, of 
producing this conl Is about $1,741 a ton 
and at this rate the public ownership of 
the mines would permit the public owner- 
ship ollieers in charge of them to expend 
for labor alone over $123,000,000 yearly. 

Aiming at ultimate public ownership 
of tin? ant lira cite coal mi ties, the Social- 
ists and the union workmen expect to 
make such a showing at the full election 
that while they may not win their object 
I mntcil lately, they will take n decided step 
lownrd doing It and place thetnselvea 
lu a position to win greater and still 
greater power at each succeeding election. 

The great majority of the mine .work- 
ers are foreign born workers from tin 
provinces of southern and southeastern 
Europe. Thla class could, with proper 
organization, control the political desti- 
nies of the anthracite district and they 
are now being trained by the Socialists.

The annihilation, not 
the more rcstrnlnt of the trusts, Is bis 
battle cry for 100S. The money ques- 
tion, he 'declared, has been removed 
from the field of political controversy 
by changes In conditions since ISfi'i 
nnd 3000, 'The gold men, he proclaim- 
ed, have won their polut In retaining 
gold as tho standard of mouytary 
value, and the blmetnllists have gained 
the contention for eularged monetary 
circulation. They break even,*wy#( 
William J. Bryan—now for the slaugh- 
ter of tho octopl. 

Into the trust question tho foremost 
leader of the Democratic forces of to- 
day bracketed tho 'tariff, with a de- 
maud for revision;- socialism, with n 
declaration that Socialists are wrong 
lu their logic, hut.fo bo reasoned with 
and. not dcaounced; government owner- 
ship nnd operation of railroads, with 
a proclamation that permanent relief 
from present evils must be reached 
ultimately through this menus, adding 
the admission that perhaps public sen- 
tlment Is not yet ready for this radical 
application of paternalism. 

Outside of Its political features .the 
welcome extended to (Mr, Bryan Thurs- 
day night and the ovation that greeted 
him, a mere private cltlxcti, from the 
time he set foot on Manhattan I»Ie In 
the nfternoou until bo left Madison 
Square Garden late at night, will stand 
out '11 history as something remark- 
able. There may have been, greater 
demonstrations In Now York: over men. 
There may have been bigger crowds 
and louder cheers, But there: never

Thou he proclaimed that "free sliver" Is 
no longer mi Issue, because the conlcatlon 
of the Democratic party' In 1800 has been 
proven; ho 'demanded the refusal by the 
Democratic party of corporation contri- 
butions;, he congratulated Roosevelt on 
his democratic principles, and defined a 
^'trust" ns n price fixer.

Is 
the tariff question. The Import tax he 
declared to bo the root of nil corruption 
In national politics. 

Government ownership of railronds wos 
declared to bo Inevitable, though possibly 
not .Immediate, He proposed dual owner- 
ship, 'the nation to own trunk lines, with 
the States operating branch lines.

UNDERPAID TEACHERS. 

M In emit] c W-tjTc* I'nlil f« the Trnln- 
ent <>r A murleiiii Youth. 
A report recently mndc by a committee. 
ot the, Maine Pedagogical Association, ap- 
pointed to ascertain the salaries paid to 
school lenchem In that State, helps to re- 
enforec tho nrgument frequently made 
that our educators In general, and public 
school teachers in particular, are a 
wretchedly underpaid body of men arid 
women. As a result of Its Investigation* 
the committee received returns from 4,373 
teachers in elementary schools, and found 
that a majority of the women teachers 
werC' working for from ?U to $D per week, 
while only aTIi, or nbout one-tenth, were 
paid more than $10. It was found that 
half the women teachers In Mniue oro 
working for less thun $200 n year. 
! In comparing the nay of Maine teachers 
with tho wages of cotton mill oiieratlves 
in the State, the committee found that tho 
balance in favor of the former was very 
slight. For Instance, the~ U,ri,10 women 
working In the cotton mills of Maine get 
an average weekly wage of ?.*»,00, while 
tha women school teachers get nn aver- 
age weekly wnnc of $11,110. Tho men In 
the cotton mills of Muine get an average 
weekly wage of $8,01, while the men 
tencliers get $0.18. Since it costs n per- 
son much more to become properly equip- 
ped for the teaching profession than It 
does lo become an eilicie.it mill worker, to 
say nothing of the higher expense of dally 
living for the former, the additional wnge 
received by the teachers, according to this 
report, Is far less than it should be.

two or three weeks. Storage eggs, tutit 
are put Into, tho refrigerator immedl- 
tely after they nro laid, como out bet- 
ter, after four or five months have 
elapsed,. than the eggs that are ullowed 
to, remain In the farmer's pantry for a 
month after they arc laid before they 

. ore marketed, 

Water Before Feedlnnr. 

This question of watering before or 
after feeding hag never" been settled. 
A leading English authority states that 
horses should never be watered until 
after feeding, but always .before, 'espe- 
cially If the feed is grain. If a horse 
Is very thirsty give him water' and 
then wait a short time before feeding. 
It possible, horses should always have 
nccesa to water. They will, drink less 
.nnd there Is much Jess danger of Indi- 
gestion or cholera. If a horse Is ex- 
hausted from ovcrcxerciso, tbo supply 
of cold water should. bo' limited.. If 
water- Is tepid, a iniich larger amount 

■ may bo allowed. 

Foul Odor* In Cellar. 

When cellars become musty or. foul, 
nnd odorB'are noticed,' the best thing to 
- do Is to close all the doors and windows 
and burn "enough sulphur to All the cel- 
lar room with dense funics, Leave It 
closed for an hour or two, and thoo open 
the doors and windows. Next, white- 
wash the, walls and ceilings with two 
coats of good whitewash. Sulphur gas 
Is heavy and settles, hence care, must 
bo used, to agitate the air In the collar 
by selecting a windy day, for, tho work. 
Sulphur fumes will destroy all kinds of 
germs.

The pasturage pe- 
riod covered 224 day* Tho 'cost' of tho 
feed was $0.00 for tho second year and 
sho weighed nt the end 005 pounds.

No All-Hound I*onltrr Food. 

A correspondent asks for somo poul- 
try food which will answer for general 
purposes— that Is. n food which will 
mako hens lay, which Is also good for 
lit tie chicks and which may be used for 
flattening later If desired. Novices In 
poultry raising are an I to likely to bo 
moro or less disturbed by tho ninount 
of detail required to curry on tho work 
successfully nnd nro generally seeklim 
for somo short cut, especially lu the line 
of feeding. Tlio same food which will 
make hens lay without fattening them 
will not do to fatten them on. Of 
course, corn is usually a part of tlio va- 
riety ted hens and will of Itself /utten 
them, hut It Is not used by Itself as a 
regular diet for laying hens. It would 
be as absurd to feed bens cracked corn 
entirely ns It would be to feed little 
chicks the whole kernel.

Shares of corporations afford a most 
convenient form for Investment, nnd 
there Is scarcely a person of a vera go 
means who does not bold shares of 
stock In one or more corporations. The 
policy of the law was always favorablo 
to tho organisation of lolnt stock com- 
panies, for tlio reason that It wan ap- 
preciated that it gave opportunity for 
the employment of Individual resources 
In the extension of the Industries of 
the country thnt otherwise might not 
have participated to so large nn extent 
hi our progress and prosperity, nnd the 
present criticisms nro alined not at 
corporations as such, but nt abuses 
which have crept In through the lack 
of proper governmental consideration 
of tho subject 

Illinois In one of the great manufac- 
turing states of the Union, nnd many 
of tlio greatest Industries and commer- 
cial enterprises of the country 'origin- 
ated here. Nevertheless in tho matter 
of coriK> ration laws, Illinois has been 
singularly unprogressive. Our corpor- 
ation act luis proven wholly Inadequate 
to meet the demands of modern condi- 
tions,, and In conjunction with tho laws, 
governing taxation, has operated to 
force many great enterprise out of the 
State. 'lit this there has been no re- 
sulting good, ns the companies have 
simply transferred their headquarters 
to New York, relncorpo rated under the 
favorable laws of Now Jersey or 
Maine, robbing this State of revenue 
which Is legitimately hers. Incorpora- 
tion fees thus paid have so enriched 
the State ot New Jersey thnt practic- 
ally no taxation Is needed to meet or- 
dinary State expenses. 

While the legislature cannot he too 
hcnrtlly praised for nil legislation that 
restricts nnd curbs Injurious power and 



ferled fnclorj'i empty houses nnd. ruin- 
ed si ock hoi tins and Iokk of capital and 
employment to the Individual,, and of 
revenue to tho Ktate, 

Tho matter l« worthy of enrnpsd con- 
sideration, nnd It is to lie hoped that 
nur .corporation laws will he modern- 
ized so as to con i pure creditably with 
those of our sister Slntcs.

State are beginning 
to see and feel how In certain of their 
restrictive corporation laws a positive 
damage In dollars nnd cents Is done in 
the non-developmeat of our natural po- 
sition nnd resources. 

-An Instance In point: In the city of 
Peoria there Is a small vtoodenwarc 
company. They had an opportunity to 
take advantageously to themselves, nn 
Interest In a tinware concern which 
would have enn bled them to Increase, 
tbe business of the woodenwnro com- 
pany. Most of these goods nre sold In 
the State of Iown. If this compnuy 
Could have bought this Interest In the 
tinware company,' It would also have 
greatly Increased the output of the tin- 
ware company, mid could have made 
very advantageous' contracts with job- 
bers In Iowa to tin; mutual advantage 
of ' manufacturer and Jabber. As It 
was, they could not, and there resulted 
n serious loss ot wages and taxable 
values to Illinois. 

Another notable Instance of loss of 
revenue to the State of Illinois, on ac- 
count of the Illiberal laws affecting cor- 
porations, Is the recent reorganization 
under the laws of tho State of Now 
York of the great mall order house of 
Scars, Roebuck A Co. This progres- 
sive Institution found It expedient to 
go to New York for Its charter, pay- 
ing Into the treasury of that State 
some $40,000 In fees alone for the priv- 
ilege. Tho general ofllcea and great 
warehouses of the company remain In 
Chicago, and the business Is- conducted 
as heretofore lu, every respect. The 
StAte of Illinois recognizes the legality 
and regularity of Its reorganization, 
and affords every privilege within the 
StAte which' nn Illinois company en- 
joys. Tbe only 'difference Is that tho 
State of New York" receives and enjoys 
the tee, which under other circum- 
stances would swell the receipts. of the 
home' State. 

It Ut a fact that practically no great 
corporations are to-day being organ- 
ized under the laws'of tho State. of Il- 
linois, and It Is. also a fact that hun- 
dreds of such concerns would gladly 
Identify themselves with the State as 
an Illinois corporation could they do 
no, without material loss and Inconven- 
ience. 

' So long as manufacturing him to bo 
mainly carried ■' on by corporations, 
, which . experience shows to Lie the case, 
laws" adequate to the occasion 'should 
from time' to tlmo be enacted, giving 
them opportunity to utilize their abili- 
ty to servo the 'public economically.' 
Competition, or In other words, the de- 
sire of capital to earn as much' as It 
can; may ulways be relied upon to keep 
down profits to a moderate remunera- 
tion to the capital employed; anything 
further must bo a tribute to the skill 
developed In contributing to the com- 
fort and pleasure of the people who 
patronize on this account and tor tho 
State, which represents the people, to 
attempt to. restrict this, would be to 
stand -In. Its own light, and place an 
embargo upon human .progress, 

The. circumstances that all the great 
corporations have .their ofllcea and dis- 
pense their,, revenues largely In New 
York, while drawing . these, ' earnings 
mostly, from the ■Western people; : Is 
greatly duo to! tho fact that under tbo 
law* of New "York a better. opportunity 
fyr their development along .natural 
trade lines is afforded than lu Illinois. 

Another Instance In point where the 
law !■ really harmful Is that frequent- 
ly a corporation or company . may ' bo 
embarrassed'- financially. Liquidation 
In the^urts,- the.'dettruction of a bust- 
nos» arid what that involves,' is all thnt 
remains, unlets* it can ally itself with'' 
•o'mr strong int^rett which ctn avail

The Ileal Estate Trust Company, the 
Bccosid largest concern of Its kind In 
Philadelphia, suspended business short- 
ly After 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon he- 
cmiNe of Inability to meet obligations to 
the 'amount of f ',000,000. There are re- 
port* of gross misuses of the Institu- 
r 'oil's, millions ami criminal prosecu- 
tions are possible. The bank Is the de- 
pository for more than?l,00O,oo0 of the 
funds of the Presbyterian church, $.'180,- 
000 In tax receipts of the city of Phila- 
delphia ana $175,000 of cash of the 
ttato of Pennsylvania. 

The failure, which Is reckoned the 
greatest in the history of Philadelphia, 
was due primarily to tho suicide Friday 
of the president of the trust company, 
Frank II. Hippie. Mr. Hippie, accord- 
ing to the diagnosis made ut the time, 
by his physician and the coroner of 
Norrlatown, died of hemorrhage ot the 
hra In, hut It has since been authorita- 
tively stated that he had taken a dose 
or laudanum and then gotten into a 
filled bath tub, where ho was found, ap- 
parently drowned, 

Mr. Hippie wus one of the best known 
financiers or tbe city, was idcntllled also 
with many charitable and religious In- 
stitutions and wub regarded as mast 
conservative. He was treasurer of the 
board of trustees of the general assem- 
bly or the Presbyterian church, treas- 
urer of tlie sustenatlon committee of 
the synod or Pennsylvania, treasurer of 
the Presbyterian hospital there and 
American treasurer of tlio western sec- 
tion ot tlie Alliance of lteformed 
Churches holding the Presbyter Ian sys- 
tem. I^irge sums belonging to these 
bodies will be tied up or entirely lost 
In tho fall u re. 

(Mr. Hippie's financial downfall was 
due largely to his nilvnticlng of money 
of the bank In aid of enterprises of 
Adolph Segal, owner of the Mnjestlc 
hotel nnd a promoter known for the 
boldness of bis .operations. Friends of 
the dead banker expre&f the belief that 
frV'gal exercised a hypnotic Infiucnc* 
over him. 

DeAolt Mar Be Million*, 

The liabilities of the trust company 
arc placed at $10,000,000, against which 
there are quick nssets of about $3,000,- 
000 ami collateral of about $3,000,000, 
which Is not negotiable or readily con- 
vertible. The doubtful collateral is 
held as security for loons of about $5,- 
300,000 made to Segnl. In addition 
there are loans of $2,000,000 made to 
others by Hippie and hidden from the 
directors; 

The announcement of the suspension 
of the trust company followed a meet- 
lag of the representatives of tbe banks 
and trust companies form in? the clear- 
ing Iwuse association, at which uasne- 
cessful efforts were made to obtain 
pledges of money enough to help the 
Ileal Estate Trust Company over Its 
dtlKcultles. 

There had been rumors thnt the Hip- 
pie estate was badly tangled. Until nl- 
hioHt the hour of the failure, hoivover. 
the fact that the trust company held 
large amounts of paper of doubtful 
value wns kept a Poeret, In the hope 
that the local financiers would agree 
to underwrite notes and securities be- 
longing to the concern and its directors, 
so' as to corer the $7,000,000 needed. 

Those who attended the clenrlng- 
house meeting, however, subscribed only 
half of this amount, nnd, foreseeing no 
other source of reller for the present, 
the oillcers or the company. Immediately 
applied for the appointment of n re- 
ceiver. 

The application was heard by Judge 
And en re Id, and be appointed George 
II. Enrie, Jr., president of the Finance 
Company of Philadelphia, ns tempo- 
rary receiver, fixing his bond at $1,- 
000,000. 

Immcd lately after the closing of the 
hank's doors a crowd ot ilOO depositors 
blocked the entrance and clamored for 
admission. It wns necessary to call a 
squad of policemen to enliuVthoin; but 
there was no attempt at violence. A 
run had been In progress since tlie bank 
opened In tlie morning, due 1 to rumors 
as to the stability or the institution, 
which were circulated persistently nfter 
the death of Mr. Hippie. The demands 
of tho deimsltors did not cause alarm, 
however, until after noon, when they 
boenmo so clamorous ns to lmsten the 
suspension of the hank. 

The hoard oT publication of the Pres- 
byterian church, which had ^between 
$18,000 nnd $1*0,000 on deposit- with the 
trust. company, made nn effort to with- 
draw the money, but failed by three 
minutes, ' Hearing rumors of<,the un- 
stable condition of the company, mem- 
bers of tbe.' 1 board notified the .'ofllclnls 
of their Intention to transfer; the ms 
count to tlie Philadelphia National 
Dank. A representative of the lultcr 
Institution mndo nil haste to the oiiico 
of the trust company nnd arrived three 
minutes after the doors had closed.

Most people who are lovers of camp 
life turn up their noses when one men- 
tions the Catskllls, and, Indeed, In cer- 
tain, parts and at certain seasons this 
country Is by no means ideal for 
camping, says Field and Stream.

As we had our 
tents and a few provisions (which lat- 
ter were easily replenished when we 
passed a countr;- store), It wa3 not 
accessary to reach any particular 
place by nightfall, but rather we were 
at liberty to stop whore the prospects 
af fishing seemed the best — usually 
well back from tho villages.

Judge'* Maintenance of DIjnIty Un- 
happily Expressed. 



A Southern lawyer tells of a judge 
of a county court who had many 
duties besides his legal ones to per- 
form, but who never for aa Instant 
forgot that he "embodied the law" 
under all circumstances.

fiercely at attorney, said: "Sir, I 
would invite your attention to tho 
fact that 1 am the judge of this coun- 
ty under any and all circumstances; 
I am, sir, the Judge, from tho rising 
of the sun to the setting of tho Bomel 
And as Buch, air, let me tell you that 
I am always and everywhere an ob- 
ject of contempt!"

'Stories are coming east of tho large 
profits made by fruit growers In east- 
ern Washington state. In tho Wcnat- 
.heo valley the prosperous condition ot 
orcharding bus Increased land values 
to as high ns $250 per acre for the raw 
land with water rights. Orchards iu 
full bearing range all the way from 
$700 to $1,000 per acre. The boom Is 
tho result of n. very favorable season, 
when good apples have been selling at 
$2 a box at shipping stations. One or 
two unfavorable seasons might change 
tho situation. The region is described 
as more like a great orchard village 
than nn ordinary farming section, the 
farms being small and tho houses close 
together, with telephones, electric lights 
nnd other Improvements common. The 
orchard work is carried on In a very 
thorough manner, with the land kept 
thoroughly cultivated and cleaned. The 
trees have a long .growing season and 
apples' fruit at five years from. Betting. 
Tho apples produced hero are of very 
fine nppenranco' and have a peculiar, 
waxy skin, which finds favor with the 
buyers. The actual flavor Is not equal 
to the best apples produced in the east, 
but the Washington apples ore careful- 
ly graded and packed and sell close to 
the top of tho market prices. 



' ' Plotriair Hilly Land, 

Hilly land ought never to bo culti- 
vated, hut kept In, grass. Sometimes a 
farmer has nothing but hills, and If he 
raises a crop of grain it must be on 
this kind of land. In plowing hilly 
ground one should never plow up and 
down the. hill unless, ho wants his soli 
carried away with the flood and great 
ditches washed in tho ■ field. Always 
plow around the hill, beginning at the 
base and winding up the land at ths 
top. In this -way the soil is thrown so 
that It acts as a barrier to tho, water 
arid will not wash away, The other 
day I saw a hill that had been plowed 
in an Ideal manner.

OET TRADE GRIP IN MANCHURIA 



Japanese Merchants Accused of Tak- 
ing Advantage Over Americans. 

Wrmhlngton.— Despite JapanoiQ onV 
dial denlnta, a critical condition of 
things oxIatH because of Japan's evi- 
dent Intention to lot her merchants 
get a long lead In Manchuria. 

American -merchants and manufac- 
turers are pouring; In a flood of blttor 
complntnte to the ' state department 
over tho conduct of the Jnpnnoao. 
Thoy complain especially of tho ob- 
structions Japan odors to establishing 
Chinoso customs houses lit porta con- 
trolling Mnnohurloa trade. It Is freely 
charged that under guise of military 
exigencies Japnncao officials aro pre- 
venting entrance of American goods 
Into Manchuria, while Japanese wares 
enter duty fro©. 

It Is not known at the state 1 depart- 
ment that any stops have bcon taken 
to open Dnlny to world trade, or ovon 
to residence for foreign, consuls. At 
Newchwang, although a Chinese cus- 
toms houso 1b opened, tho Japnncao 
maintain control to a degree obnoxious 
to American and other commercial In- 
terests, .Japan's linwllllngnoes to per- 
mit China to resume civil adralhlBtra* 
tlon In Manchuria Is being constantly 
manifested. While Antung ban- been 
sold to be In such a disturbed condi- 
tion .that the establishment of a cus- 
toms houso was lmpoaaiblo, 6,000 Jnp- 
nn eao have settled there and Japanese 
goods have poured' through tho port 
duty free. Tho Jnpnnoao have ovor- 
run Dalny- and other ports.
